The Law’s Delay 

On May 25th, at Santa Cruz, 
three men were on trial for mur- 
der committed on February 22d. 
The case had been op trial for 
nine days and four vacancies on 
the panel were. unfilled. ‘Three 
months have lapsed, when, as can 
be seen, the case could have gone 
to trial within three days. Four 
hundred citizens were sumnioned, 
250 passed through the jury box, 
in the gattempt-to secure 12 men 
who had not formed nor expressed 
any opinion as to the guilt or 
innocence of the accused. The 
accused have been denied aspeedy 
hearing, the taxpayers of the 
county have been put to dn enor- 
mous expense. The facts speak 
for themselves, and urge a drastic 
reform of our court proceedings.
